“Why. are we still having 
racial problems,” she asked; 
“When people are on the school 
campus, don’t they have to fol- 
low certain rules and regula- 
uions?” 

Haynes- said she is aware of 
numerous incidents where the 
Afrieans American students at 
Zion Chapel have been offended 
and threatened .with “racial 
slurs;” 

“This is February 2004, and 
we're still having the same 
problems we had in 1965 in the 
Coffee County Schoo] System,” 
she said. “The African American 


been taken to correct the, prob- -

In the meantime, shé said 
many ‘parents of African 
American: students have 
removed their children from the 
Zion Chapel School and placed 
them in the schools at Ariton or 
Pike County because of the con- 
tinuing racial problems. 

Haynes said these parents 
move their children with reser- 
vations while others choose to 
keep their children at Zion 
Chapel becauge “they (parents) 
feel with it. being a-primarily 
Caucasian school, they (the stu- 
dents) are getting a better educa- 
ton.” ' 
However, she said the stu- 
dents have said they can not 


take the stress anymore, and. 


they can not deal with being 
called names any longer.

Alcohol license applicant withdraws license request

The Elba City Council 
recessed a regular meeting 
Monday night to hold a public 
hearing on the request of Olde 
South Inn for a “Special Retail 
Liquor License’. Counci] mem- 
bers were told at the onset that 
no final decision could be. made 
at this meeting because the 
state-required background 
checks on the principals had not 
been completed. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
said he had talked with the state 
office doing the checks-and was 
told they were short staffed and 
had a backlog of work. 

[tems questioned during - the 
hearing included the need fora 
sworn, notarized affidavit that 
all property owners (residents, 


etc.) within 500 feet had ‘been 
properly notified of the hearing; 
ample parking as required by 
the city ordinance; proper zon- 
ing; and required distance from 
any church facility. 

Council members were told 
that the Baptist Church Youth 
House was only 338 feet and 
nine inches from. the-Inn. 

Harrison acknowledged he 
hadn't talked to anyone at the 
Baptist Youth House as there 
was never anyone there when he 


went by. during the day, and he 


didn’t consider it a residence nor 
a church in the context of the 
ordinance. 

After a lengthy discussion 
between the council members, 
city attomey and the principals 
of Olde South Inn, Harrison and 
Dorothy Vaughan, the council 


Haynes also said the African 
American students do _ not 
receive: the same breaks as 
Caucasian students in regards to 
punishment for breaking the 
rules and regulations. She said 
she has known of. African 
American students _— being 
expelled for minor things such 
as holding a comb (considered a 
weapon) or not taking off a cap 
while others are getting: away 
with threatening lives. 

Haynes also mentioned New 
Brockton High School as she 
expressed concern that African 
American students are not 
offered the same opportunities 
as Caucasian students. 

She said it seems to be a trend 


- to place African American «and 


other minority. students in spe- 


‘cial education simply because 


they are failing one subject. On 
a personal note, she. said she 
kept this from happening to her 
own grandson. 

“I gave New Brockton High 
Schoo] a list of scholarships for 
minorities,” Haynes -said. “I

- Boswell said this will be more 
convenient for the seniors -of 
Coffee County in that they can 
come to the Coffee County 


Health Department to apply for 
the program rather than having 
to go to the SARCOA office in 
Dothan. 

Crowley said her ‘department 
is very excited about the Senior 
Assistance Prescription. Drug 
Program, but they need the help

have a chronic medical condi- 
tion; * are a legal resident of 
Coffee County * have an annual 
household -income less than 
$17,960 for one person or 
$24,240 for two people

Whitworth said. "She warns that 
some “things. involved with the 
project could take years to fin 
ish, but.we have to start some 
where by .crealing-.a plan and 
having it in place.’

they got rid of us.”

Dr. Kay's group found evi 
dence that Iraq intended to 
restart its chemical and biologi 
cal Weapons program. Included 
among: hundreds’ of pieces of 
evidence are a prison laboratory 
complex-possibly used ~ in 


not to declare to the U.N., and 
strains used to produce biologi 
cal warfare agents. In fact, Iraqi 
scientists had “moved ahead 
their’ anthrax capability,” and 
had conducted unsanctioned 
work. 6n- weapons-applicable 
agents, such as ricin and Congo 
Crimean Hemorrhagic Fever, a 
rare and deadly virus that causes 
internal bleeding. 

Dr. Kay also testified that 
after 2000 Iraq began the 
process of- reconstituting its 
nuclear weapons program, reno- 
vating a.research center at Al 
Tuwaitha, building new build- 
ings, hiring more staff, and run- 
ning physics experiments. 
“Fortunately,” the chief inspec- 
tor said, “Operation Iraqi 
Freedom” intervened and we 
don’t know how or how fast 

.the emerging program...would 
have gone ahead.”

WMD program might have been 
transported to Syria, now home 
to,. hundreds of Saddam 
Hussein’s relatives and former 
henchmen. Dr. Kay told The

The 
Wiregrass Museum of Art’s 
Artist of the Month is, a potter 
who makes cozy, unique pieces 
that are just mght for snuggling, 
In his Dothan home and studio, 
David Plunkett creates hand- 


built and wheel- thrown pieces. .

Plunkett is Well known in the 
Wiregrass area for his clay 
working | demonstrations» at 
Landmark Park, local schools, 
churehes and service organiza- 


, lions, However, the demonstra- 


ion is not the whole story. 
“Whien you Watch a demonstra- 
tion,’ Plunkett says, “You see 
only one step in the complicat- 
cd and fascinating process. that 
produces the finished product.” 

Before working the clay on 
the wheel or producing a-hand- 
built piece,. Plunkett must 
decide which type of clay suits 
(he purpose of his intended 
piece: He uses several different 
types including’ a-terra cotta, 
brown — stoneware and *white 
stoneware. The clay must be 
prepared by wedging or knead- 
ing it in order to eliminate air 
pockets. After working the clay 
into its final shape as a corn- 
bread dish, teapot, pitcher, plat- 
ter, plate, mug, luminary, vase 
or-any of the many pieces 
Plunkett creates, the work must 
be thoroughly dried and then 
fired in a kiln. Typically clay 
shrinks: about 20% during: this 
firing process. After this first 
firing, the piece is dunked into a 
liquid glaze and is allowed to 
dry before the piece is ready for 
a'second finng 

li the objeet is to be a func 
ional piece like. Plunkett's 
mugs, any other kind of food 
Uish, Or a piece intended to hold 
water like a vase, the piece will 
be fired again in the same kiln 


‘pieces are, on display in_ his, 


u 


and allowed to cool before it is 
taken out. If the piece is to be 
decorative, a different kind of 
glaze and process is used, 
called .raku. In this process, 
after applying the glaze, the pot- 
tery is fired a second time ina 


special raku kiln and ‘then’ 


removed while red- hot. The 
piece is then quickly packed in 
Various miaterials like dried 
leaves. or newspaper and cov- 
ered‘over with a metal tub so 
that the materials catch fire and 
smolder around the pottery. 
This process creates beautiful 
metallic colors and patterns on 
the glaze. The parts of the piece 
that: remain unglazed, typically 
the bottom of decorative bowls 
and vases, absorb the carbon 
from the smoldering materials 
and turn a deep black. 

Plunkett creates most ‘of his 
own glazes and all of his func- 
tional pieces are: food-safe, 
microwave-safe and ovenproof, 
provided they are heated inside 
the oven as it warms, David

County Commission hears 
ElderCare Initiative proposal

On Tuesday, Feb. 10, the 
Coffee County Commission 
continued its recessed meeting 
from Monday, Feb. 9, to hear a 
presentation regarding The 
ElderCare Initiative, 

Making the presentation for 
the Southern Alabama Regional 
Council On Aging (SARCOA) 
was Robert Crowder, and he 
found many Coffee County sen- 
iors interested in the initiative as 
nearly 100 people filled the 
community room. 

Crowder said the initiative 
was created to mainly help those 
most frail in the elderly commu- 
nity. 

At present date. he said C bifee 
County alone has 955 people age 
85 or older. This population 
increased . 50.9 percent from 
1990 to the Year 2000. 

According to Crowder, it is 


estimated the number of seniors . 


will more than double by the 
year 2030. ‘ 


“The demand for services will 


put a burden on everybody,” he 
said. 

Coffee County’s senior popu- 
lation also includes 8,826 people 
age 60+ and 3,059 people age 
75+. | 

“With the ElderCare Initiative, 


we can provide the needed serv- , 


ices to the thousands in our area 
who need them,” said Crowder. 
“Our priority will be to serve the 
fraileiderly and their caregivers.

from knowing these services are 
available to benefit them when 
they or their loved one needs 
them.” 

All in all, he said the initiative 
will strive to help first the frail 
elderly and caregivers but also 
active seniors, home care and 
caré management for frail sen- 
iors, senior centers, meal expan- 
sions and other elder services, 

Upon the SARCOA board's 
approval of The ElderCare 
Initiative, Crowder said his job 
was fo go to the counties his 
office serves and ask for a bill 
referendum for the legislature to 
approve. 

He said the proposal the board 
asked him to present included an 
additional ad valorem tax of 3 
mils. On a $100,000 home with 
homestead exemption, he said 
this would equate to $24 annual- 
ly (7 cents per day or 46 cents 


per week). 
Crowder said this tax could 
generate approximately 


$570,000 annually for Coffee 
County and allow SARCOA to 
serve approximately 523 more 
seniors each year in the county. . 

Crowder said his, office serves 
seven counties including Coffee, 
and last year alone received over 
24,000 calls or walk-ins for the 
services it provides. 

“When we provide services to 
someone and don’t provide them 
to others, we're really deciding

When Coffee County, resi- 
dent Eddie Armold began creat- 
ing images with his chainsaw, 
he never imagined people 
would call him an artist, but

“This is just doodling for 
me,” Arnold said. ‘I don’t thin} 
it's anything I could make a liy 
ing at. I just don’t think there's 
a market for it,” 

At Jeast that’s what he 
thought before someone 
approached him recently and 
asked if they could buy a-piéce 
of his art. Now. Arnold wonders 
if there are people out there that 
would actually buy his “doo- 
dles,” 


Regardless of this debate, one 

thing is for certain, Arnold 
demonstrates quite a talent as 
he takes a tree log'and.uses his 
chainsaw to carve the log into 
an Indian statue. Even more 
interesting, he’s only been 
working with his new found 
hobby for a matter of weeks and 
already has six statues (three 
completed and three under con- 
struction). 
“I've got a big long list of 
things | want to do,” he said, 
“This is just one more thing to 
mark off that list.”
